The  water  supply  to  the  area  is  derived  from  three 
sources,  viz:- 

Ca)  The  Wroxall-Ventnor  railway  tunnel  originating  from 
the  downland  catchment  area. 

(b)  An  adit  leading  into  a  well  below  the  pumping 
station, 

(c)  A  heading  into  bt,  liar  tin's  Down  for  the  supply 
of  the  jroxall  district. 

Supplies  are  used  also  from  the  St.  Lawrence  Spring 
by  purchase  from  the  Aural  District  Council  and  a  supplementary 
source  from  Wroxall  by  payment  to  Shanklin  U.D.C. 

The  quantity  of  water  available  is  not  fully  adequate 
for  summer  demands  and  has  suffered  recently  as  a  result  of 
low  rainfall  during  the  past  few  years. 

The  purity  of  these  supplies  is  beyond  reproach  but 
the  physical  properties  fall,  short  of  excellence  by  reason 
of  the  high  sileceous  content.  During  the  year  the  number  of
